One cannot fail to admire the uobla proportions 
of this offids, and.tha beanty: of its decoration, 
with which ita fittings ara in perfect accord. 
The tower of the dome is octavonal, with roand 
windows in the sides, admitting light through 
artistic stained glass windows. It is supporte 
on Norman archos by oight massive pillars, the 
central part of which is compozed of Hongkong 
granite, and this is fankod on oithor side with a 
pillar of polished red Aberdion granite, which 
‘has been brought from: Scotland for the pur- 
pose.

All round the walls, toa height of fully ton 
foot, there is a panelling of provigely: the samo 
kind of woodwork, carved aud desorated in a style 
to correspond with the doors and windows.

Rooms. There ig one on either side of the 
corridor, access to which can te obtained either 
from itor from the main office by ‘Chatwood's 
patent safo doors. Theyrare fre and burglar 
proof, having walls of two,and a half foot in thick- 


In speaking of the atrong rooms it may be men- 
tioned that these two rooma rest apon two mora in 
the basement ofa corresponding character, ao that 
thore will be ample storeire for all kinds of valu- 
ables, andinone it is contemplated to store quick- 
silver and ather valnable cargo. ‘This room has 
4 direct entrance from the side passage leading 
from thé Priya. The dimensions of the strong 
rooms are in exch cage 20 by 28 feet. 

On the European side, the noxt to the strong 
room, is the Correspogdente’ Room, which 
is 3h foot by 20 foot in size, a fino handsomo 
apartment, with teak panelling and fittings cor- 
responding with those already desoribed. It 
jis entered from the main office by. 4 passage 
on the east sideofthastrongroom. Thenextroom 
is the Sub-Manager’a, which is 24 foat by 26 feat, 
its width being redaced by a rocoss-from the 
corridor, on which also the other rooms on this 
ride of the house have entrances, The last apart.

At.most of the other springs 
Yisitors are obliged to lodge in the huts of the 
natives, Visitors are sufficiently namerous in 
summer, and have bean so for many years, but 
thoy do not come from great distances, for the 
reputation of the waters, though woll established 
among tha people, has not yet spread to thagreat 
world. . There are no doctors and few comforts. 
The natives uso the waters nob only for them- 
solves but for their cattle.

THE FLUTE IN ANCIENT TIMES. 

It was customary for the great: Roman 
orators to statinn a flute playor behind them, 
in order, says Plutarch, that cben the orntor 
was rtraining his voice ta too high a pitch, 
the late playor should sound a lower note 
on his flute and thus bring it down to the 
proper level or fone, and vice versd. Cxina 
Gracchus always employed a slave named 
Liacinius for. this purpose. A somewhat 


similar custom obtained among the Romeo 


and Grecian actors, These flautiats of anti- 
quity wore a “Phorbeia,” or “Cupistrum,” 
+ that'ia, a leather band stretched tightly over 
the cheeks and mouth, having a hole cut in 
it to admit, the pipe into tha player's month: 
The object probably waa to relieve the strain 
on the muscles of the face, The flute was 
at length dviven out of fushion in Gravee by 
_ Alcibiades, who thought that it disfigured: 
the beauty of his “mouth, aud said that “a 
man when plaving the flute could hardly be 
recogninéd by hia nearest and dearest friends,” 
—Leisure Tour. : 


ANTIQUITY OF PLAYING CARDS. 
The earliest. date arrived at, according to 
Didot, devoting the Buronean employment 
of the gine of cords, is 1828. The ‘history 
of printing’ in Europe bears evidence that 
carda were first drawn by band, ani early in 
the 14th century they were stencilled, and 
then luter rough figures were cut on wood 
or other material and the’ design impressed 
on paper. “Much as it-may shock the 
woralist,” says a writer on thia subjert, 
» “who would have all things originate from 
the finer impalsey of man, it seems quite 
evident tat the first crude attempta at wood 
engraving rather arose from w1b’s desire to 
amuse himeelf than for religioua inatruction; 
and go cards, according tothe teatimony of 
the most erudite, antedated the praduction 
of the prints of the saints.” Tt is claimed 
that at the time that cards were invented 
they wore intended to convey a distinct 
meaning, the four suits being designed to 
represcat tho fout classes of people—the 
. eharchmen, the military, tho. classcs of 
artificers, and peasantry. By the hearts were 
meant the ecclesiastics—the French word ia 
gens de cheur, or choir-man, nud car ig tho 
French for benrt..By the spades, which are ia. 
fact. intended to represent pike-heads, are 
meant the nobles or toilitary. By the squire 
stones, or tiles, which we call dinmonda, but 
which the French call carreaus, ware intend- 
ed the artificer’s class; and lastly, the suit 
which we-call clubs, Whist ia thought to ba 
a development of the game of trump or 
ini Odi Baglandat-loaetcieo 
as the reigo of Henry VIII. Trump is men-, 
tioned in a sermon by Latimer the Sunday 
before Christmas, 1529, and by Shakespe. 
punning on the word triumph. in“ Ant 
ft Gleopatenc—Viuty—howerer,—is—nal 
named by any writer of the Elizibethan era, 
“The earliest refaranea to ity” says one 
authority, “is 1621, in tke poema of Jobn 
Taylor, the water poet. Cotton's’ saving thut 
” the game ats ity oame from the silanes obs 
gerved in playing it, albeit genorilly received, 
is by many’ rogarded as orrest, The 
proper name is probably whick.”—~—Baston 
Transcript. :

We, the aurvivors, had no 
boat, and thero were no meang of letting

The fog thickened as day declined. Night 
came at last. The darkoess’ was intense, 
We were besét for the night, There wag 
no hope of release before morning, if then. 
No boat could safsly leave the sbip to search 
for us; and, unaware of tha accident, thay 
doubtless expected us to look for them. 

We felt that we were in great peril. We 
foared that. our ieoberg might ‘also upset. 


slowly parting company. with the Albatross, 
which migbt be out of sight when tho fog 
lifted. To make matters worse, a storm 
might arise.’ And in the darkness our ima. 
giontivns coujuréd up all aorta of horrible 
mishaps. Our position was very oritical— 
our-anziety: intense. Ug 
But there waa no help for it. We bad to 
pass the night where we wore, and had to 
make-the host of it. I. was’ impossible to sit 
or lie-down, and dangerous te go to sleep, 
We had to hoard the small stock of firewood 


Even if it did. not,‘ wa were drifting and |. 


that was left for signalling. Some. provisions 
wero left, however, and of this wa gladly 
partook. After which wa: buddled togother, 
te comfort and keop each other warm. | 

| How long and dreary the night appesred !

At last the day dawned. How glid we 
wore to see the light. We consumed the last 
of our provisions for breakfast, thinking it 
light possibly be our:last meal, Bute ray 
of hope appeared, As wo ate, the sua tricd to 
break through. Towurds noom it cleared 
overhead, and our spirits rose. By degrees 
the surface fog lifted, and the panorama’ 
reappeared, very wuch as yesterday, ouly the 
Albatross waa now threa miles off..
